WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 —A swell­ 
ing tide of honor bore Warren Hard­ 
ing 
today back 
over the 
road by 
which he came, triumphant, to the 
presidency over two crowded 
years 
ago. 
For him the urge of ambition was 
ended, the compelling call of duty 
stilled in death. 
Amid the tens 
of 
thousands of his silent countrymen 
grouped along tho way he passed in 
such state as only the great dead of 
the nation may know. 
And beyond 
the brief hour of the ceremony of sor­ 
row there awaited for him rest eter­ 
nal on the soil that gave him birth. 
High Military Honors 
Down the wide avenue he was car­ 
ried today -with 
marching 
legions 
tramping ahead to lay him under the 
dome of the capitol awhile ere he 
goes back to his native state to stay 
forever. 
That high resolve of duly 
had brought him death and with jt 
the peace and quiet he loved, but 
'which he could not set aside at the 
nation’s call. 
With General Pershing riding ahead, 
the marching thousands of the escort 


magistrate came to the great portico 
just before the hour of daparture to 
take his place in the cortege at the 
invitation 
of 
President 
Coolidge. 
Chief Justice Taft, the only other liv­ 
ing ex-president, also 
was 
waiting 
when the casket, enshrouded in the 
Stars and Stripes like that of other 
soldiers who have made the supreme 
sacrifice, in the service of their coun­ 
try, was lifted from its setting of 
flowers to be borne to its place amid 
another and perhaps a grander array 
of floral coloring and fragrance in 
the rotunda. President Coolidge who 
enters thus with heavy heart upon 
the duties of the highest office in the 
land, arrived to take his place also 
Just at the hour set for the depart­ 
ure. 
As the cortege was forming under­ 
neath the shadows of the great trees 
through w'hich many presidents have 
looked out upon 
the world, 
some­ 
times in triumph and many times in 
sorrow, the bell in St. Johns Episco­ 
pal church, across La Fayette Square 
known as the church of the presi­ 
dents, began tolling its doleful la­ 
ment at the passing of a great heart 
into the galaxy of immortals. 
Alone In Her Grief 
Only as the procession started did 
it become known that Mrs. Harding 
had been with the body in the East 
Room for a half hour at one o’clock 
this morning. 
She 
W’as 
alone at 
times and other times attended by 
one or twro relatives. 
But w’hile of­ 
ficials were gathering at the funeral 
hour to take up their places in the 
cortege she remained in her room 
alone with her grief. 
Before the casket as it wuis car­ 
ried dowm the steps walked the two 
ministers who wrere selected to offi­ 
ciate later at the funeral in the ro­ 
tunda. They walked side by side, Dr. 
A. Freeman Anderson, pastor of Mr.

RUM RUNNING AND THE NAVY. 


Secretary Weeks 
felt called 
upon not 
long ago to protest 
against the proposal 
that the army be used for the enforcement 
of the prohibition law. 
This in itself is 
fairly good proof that the demand for such 
action is rather strong. The accounts which 
are now being published of rum-running 
along the Atlantic seaboard are likely to 
make this demand still stronger. True, the 
navy rather than the army is the agency 
the employment of which is most likely to 
be demanded by a large section of the pub­ 
lic as a means of enforcing the prohibition 
law; but the two proposals which apply to 
the one apply to the other. 
Moreover, if 
the navy is put to work at this task, the next 
step will be to have the 
army 
cooperate 
with it. 
The principle of the subordination of the 
military to the civil power is fundamentalin 
our government, as Secretary Weeks points 
out, and the employment of the army and 
navy for the enforcement of the prohibi­ 
tion law would not only be demoralizing to 
the national defense, but would be a mani­ 
festation of militarism of a particularly ob­ 
jectional sort. 
But there are many people 
who do not stop to follow out the reason­ 
ing by which this conclusion is reached and 
who, on the contrary, cannot see why the 
government should not immediately em­ 
ploy all the resources at its command to en­ 
force a law which is now being flouted in 
wholesale fashion and which many regard 
as by far the most important of all the laws 
of this land. 
What’s the use, these people 
argue, of maintaining all these fast cruisers 
and destroyers in idleness? 
Why not get 
some use out of them during peace times? 
There they are, doing nothing. By putting 
them to work on the job this scandalous 
rum-running can be broken up in short or­ 
der. 
Why not do it? 
To the minds, of a great many 
people, 
there is much to commend this reasoning. 
The demand growing out of it is sure to in­ 
crease in proportion as the interior of the 
country, where 
prohibition 
sentiment is 
strongest, learns more and more about the 
magnitude of the liquor traffic along the 
Atlantic coast and the complete failure of 
the present enforcement methods to sup­ 
press or even interfere seriously with the 
rum-running 
operations 
now being con­ 
ducted on so collossal a scale. 
It may as 
well be taken for granted that a very pow­ 
erful drive in favor of the use of the navy 
for the enforcement of prohibition will de­ 
velop presently. 


IRELAND’S NEW DAY. 


Timothy Healy, governor general of the 
Irish state, announces that Ireland is now 
as tranquil as England. 
We are ready to 
believe it because weeks have passed since 
Ireland has figured in the day’s news with 
a story of blood and battle. 
What a change this is. 
Not long ago, 
there ’was scarcely a day when the dis­ 
patches did not tell of death and terror in 
Ireland. 
War of a peculiarly horrible sort 
raged there— civil war, guerilla war, war 
in which only 
too 
often no quarter was 
asked or given. 
And now there is peace. 
The too long 
postponed surrender of the misguided De 
Valera has wrought a transformation. Dif­ 
ficult problems of government still remain 
to be solved, but the free state government 
has already solved some just as difficult, 
and the feeling everywhere is one of opti­ 
mism, even of confidence. 
The 
govern­ 
ment is running smoothly, the people are 
working. 
Apparently Ireland’s agony is over and 
her new day has dawned. 
The situation 
now existing is a vindication of the judg­ 
ment and 
the 
patriotism 
of those who 
months ago saw the path of wisdom for Ire­ 
land and whose courage made it possible 
for Ireland to choose that path and follow 
it to the end. 


FORD IN A NEW LIGHT. 


What do we know about Henry Ford? 
V e ought to know a great deal about him, 
for he has probably 
been 
“written up’’ 
more often than any other man in Amer­ 
ica. 
Nevertheless, it is generally realized 
that Mr. Ford is still a good deal of an 
enigma, and a recent 
incident 
suggests 
that some of the things which we think we 
knew about him may not be true. 
Mr. Ford has just bought a certain old 
building at Sudbury, Mass., a building 200 
years old, formerly a tavern. 
Any build­ 
ing as old as that must be not only old 
but antiquated, and the Henry Ford that 
we think we know would proceed to tear it 
down and replace it with a modern struc­ 
ture well adapted for the particular use 
which he has in mind. 
But it seems that 
Mr. Ford has no utilitarian purpose in pur­ 
chasing this building, and that he is not 
going to tear it down, but preserve it 
In 
fact, he bought it in order that it might 
be preserved, and the reason why he wants 
it preserved is the fact that it is particular­ 
ly rich in 
historical 
associations. 
He is 
going to make a historical museum out of 
it. 
This is the same Henry Ford who, ac­ 
cording to common report, holds that “all 
history is bunk.”

Harding was given into God s keep­ 
ing at noon today by the men of 
high place in the nation who had 
served with him in the short years 
of his leadership for the glory of 
the flag that was his winding sheet. 
As simple in its dignity and its 
high faith in the goodness of God 
as the man whose passing it mark­ 
ed, the religious ceremony took a 
bare twenty minutes. 
Then, under 
the 
ceaseless 
vigil 
of 
motionless 
sentries who stood at the corners 
of the bier, the great doors were 
opened for the waiting thousands 
outside to pass slowly by the casket 
on “which the sorrow of the nation 
and the world poured out today. 
Had 
Stoic 
Courage. 
Through the brief service, a slen­ 
der womanly figure sat erect and I 
motionless beside the casket on its 
high 
base of honor. 
In 
deepest, 
black and with a heavy veil hiding 
her features, 
Mrs. Harding faced 
her public ordeal of sorrow with 
stoic courage. 
Never a break in 
the firm spirit that has borne her 
up through the tragic days was vis­ 
ible to the pitying eyes that dwelt 
upon her. 
When the last word had been 
said, she walked slowly out through 
the senate corridor, her hand barely 
touching the arm of Secretary Chris­ 
tian, 
her

Soldiers in khaki, sailors in w*hite, 
marines in blue, the long column 
lent a colorful gleam to 
a picture 
otherwise sombre save for the flags 
drooping at half staff from the roofs 
above. 
And all through the massed forma­ 
tion of the sister services of which 
this dead civilian was commander- 
in-chief were the mourning bands on 
arm or sabre hilt, the black stream­ 
ers, falling from the 
starry 
flags 
they bore. 
A simple, kindly gentleman 
lay 
dead; yet military honors were his 
right such as no general or admiral 
shall know”, for he spoke in life with 
the voice of the w’hole people, com­ 
manding the people’s army, the Peo­ 
ple’s navy. 
And they moved gladly 
to obey that voice. 
Long 
before 
the 
troops 
came 
marching to t* eir 
places 
to w”ait 
with bayonets fixed until the sharp 
call of trumpets set them 
moving 
eastward to lead this fallen comrade 
to his long rest, tho people of Wash­ 
ington and all the cities about had 
trooped down to their humble places 
inside the steel strands that kept 
wide 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue 
clear 
from end to end for the sorrowful 
spectacle. 
They came by thousands 
and tens of thousands to line the 
way with banks of silent, living tri­ 
bute to the dead. 
Among the bare heads were many 
touched now with gray that 
thus 
honored martyred McKinley as 
he 
was carried over the same way 
to 
the same honors and dignities that 
today awaited his 
fellow 
Ohioan. 
But to the younger folk who have 
known tho wide thoroughfare only 
in its days of joy and triumphs, this 
slow 
moving 
parade 
of 
sorrow 
brought a sense of personal loss and j 
depression. 
They saw the Unknown 
Soldier carried westward 
through 
the great street to his 
matchless 
tomb, but there was triumph and the 
high impulse of loyalty to the flag 
in that pageant. 
There w”as little of 
human grief. 
The way of his death 
glorified the sacrifice. 
It was different now”, for here was 
a man whose name the world had 
come to know, whose sturdy figure 
and kindly eyes were familiar 
to 
everyone in Washington. 
It seemed 
but an hour ago 
he had 
ridden 
away, smiling, nodding gay farewells 
as he sH out on his long journey to 
be greeted everywhere 
with 
the 
cheers and shouting of 
his fellow 
Americans. 
Now’ he was dead and 
the cheering and the shouting w*ere 
over, suddenly terribly over. 
. 
Not till last night, when under 
dimmed lamps and w’lth half seen 
troopers riding ahead through the 
silent streets, the casket w’as carried 
to the W’hite House from the funeral 
train, did full realization come to 
Washington of the sad d .y that had 
struck for the nation. 
Until then it 
was terrible, but far away. 
W’lth 
that curiously silent spectacle 
de­ 
pressing the minds of the thousands 
waiting so patiently through a day 
and half a night to witness it, to­ 
day’s pomp and panopy of sorrow 
had new” meaning. 
The day of honors and of sorrow 
was ushered in beneath a cloudless 
sky but with the hot haze of mid­ 
summer almost obscuring the sun as 
it mounted in the east to look for 
the last time on 
Warren 
Harding, 
among the scenes of his greatest la­ 
bors. 
Now and then, however, 
as 
the crowds of watchers began 
to 
gather along the funeral w”ay fitful 
breezes rustled a benediction among 
the branches of the elms and maples 
that line the historic avenue. 
Bears Up Bravely. 
Mrs. Harding, who re-crossed the 
threshold of the W’hite House but a 
short time before midnight after her 
long journey homeward 
with 
the 
dead, “was up at 7:45 this morning. 
Refreshed by several hours 
sleep 
she renewed to the few close friend* 
and relatives about her in her house 
of sorrow her determination to bear 
up bravely through all 
the trying 
funeral 
hours—a 
determination I 
which had carried her three thous- j 
and miles through scenes of sorrow 
which have never been surpassed in 
the nation’s history. 
Shortly 
after 
she 
awoke 
and 
while the city was stiring Itself in 
preporatlon for the great events of 
the day the widow of the great white 
mansion w”ho had been so lately the 
first lady of the land, had her break­ 
fast alone In her room on the second 
floor, across the hall from the bed­ 
room which had belonged to him 
who now slept at the foot of the 
great stairway. 
Suns Beams In Death Chamber. 
The morning sun, despite the haze * 
that gave a touch of unreality t o 1 
the funeral day, raked the great 
crystal chandeliers In the East Room 
with a salvo of light and gave a 
glory to the majesty amid which the 
dead president was sleeping his last 
sleep within the portals which had 
held for him so much of hope and I 
promise. 
W’ith the dawn, the tale of tribute 
told by the floral oferings that a1-1 
ready hid the walls of the 
great 
room, was taken up again by others 
who desired to pay a meed of praise I 
and gratitude to the kindly leader­ 
ship of the sleeper. The first wreath 
to arrive this morning was from the 
scouting fleet—a great anchor 
of j 
asters, w’hite on blue. 
It was laid j 
reverently among the offer legs of} 


princes and of barefoot boys, banked 
about the casket in 
a smothering 
profusion of beauty and fragrance. 
In a place of honor near the cas­ 
ket was one wreath that would have 
brought a tear of gratitude to the 
kindly blue eyes of the president 
could they have been opened once 
again to behold the grandeur of his 
last rest amid the flowers. 
It was 
from the government of Alaska, a 
woven mass of purple and 
white 
orchids, yellow roses, lilies of 
tho 
valley and snap dragons, set there 
to symbolic the appreciation of 
a 
far land to whose interests the fall 
en chieftain had given his last hours 
of health and strength. 
Reverent Homage Paid. 
The hours before the sad march 
from the White House to the capitol 
was to begin, the crowds were gath­ 
ering along the way to 
pay 
their 
reverent homage during 
the 
last 
journey of their leader, zlong 
the 
avenue where he had passed 
so 
many times before. 
Outside the capitol the watchers 
came earlier than elsewhere, in the 
vain hope that somehow, some of 
them might find a way into the ro­ 
tunda to see the simple funeral rites. 
But the little enclosure beneath the 
dome could hold only a handful of 
the many thousands, and the places 
of honor there had been reserved for 
the highest government and diplo 
matte officials an dthe friends who 
in life had stood closest to Mr. Hard­ 
ing. 
As he would have desired, 
the 
ceremonials chosen to express the 
nation’s last loving farewell were of 
the simplest. 
The pastor 
of 
his 
own church In Washington and the 
chaplain of the house of representa­ 
tives were the officiating ministers, j 
The brief scripture reading selected 
included the verse he had kissed on 
his inauguration day, as with hand 
uplifted he took his oath of duty and 
pressed his lips against the “Bible 
that had been Washington’s.” It was 
the eighth verse of the sixth chap­ 
ter of Micah: 
“He hath showed thee, 
O Man, I 
what is good; and what 
doth 
the 
Lord require of thee 
but to 
do 
justly, and to love mercy, and to 
walk humbly with thy God?”
